Barbeque Safety 101 

Summertime is a fun time. Few things can match the fun 
and enjoyment of a barbeque with family and friends. 
Practice sensible, safe barbequing and your summer 
get-together will be a sizzling success. Please consider 
the following barbequing safety tips: 

>■ At the start of the season, make sure the burner 
ports are free of rust or dirt and thatthe burner orifice 
is clear of dust and cobwebs. 

>- Check cylinder connections and hoses for leaks by 
brushing a 50/50 mix of liquid soap and water onto all 
connections and hoses. Rising bubbles whenyouturn 
on the valve indicates a leak, lighten connections or 
repair the hose until there are no bubbles. 

>- When lighting the grill, always have the lid open. 
Open the valve at the cylinder, then turn on the 
barbeque controls and light the burner using the 
igniter button. If there is no lighter, insert the flame 
from a long match or barbeque lighter through the 
side burner hole. Light the match before you turn on 
the gas at the grill controls. 

»- Keep loose clothing away from the barbeque when 
cooking. Never leave the barbeque unattended 
when cooking. 

>• After barbequing, turn the gas valve off first, and then 
turn off the burner controls so that no gas is left in 
the connecting hose. 

»- Transport a propane cylinder safely by placing it in a 
secure, upright position with the safety valve on top. 
It is preferable to transport it on the floor of the 
passenger compartment. Make sure the windows of 
the vehicle are open. 

*■ Never use or store a propane barbeque indoors or in 
any enclosed space, including a garage.

There were over 12,700 entries in 
the "Turning Points” program - a 
character development and literacy 
program for students in grades 6 to 
12, that invites Youth to read, write 
and think about their fundamental 
values. 

Through self-reflection and 
dialogue with teachers and peers, 


students write a narrative essay 
about a significant event - a 
turning point in their lives - and 
submit die essay to the contest 

Judging is done at both the local 
level, by teacher candidates at York 
University, Glendon College and 
OISE/University of Toronto; and 
nationally, by authors, storytellers, 
editors, principals and community 


partners. 

Awards are presented for 1st to 4th 
place, plus 5 Honourable Mentions, 
in each category. 

Holy Trinity High School Teacher 
Vince O’Brien has been involving 
his students in the Turning Points 
competition since 2002 - and the 
contest has become a point of 
pride and excitement for the school 
community. Holy Trinity is the only 
school to have winning entries every 
year - more than 50 winning essays 
over its 11 years of participation. 

This year, four students won awards 
for their “Turning Points” essays. In 
the Senior category, Jonathon Fry won 
4th Place, and in the Intermediate 
category. Grade 10 students Tiffani

Youth Employment tips 

Summer is here. Students are looking for that perfect 
summer job - but where to start? 

Begin by thinking about your interests, skills and 
abilities. Skills and abilities can range horn work 
experience, to volunteer experience, and even school 
and life experience. To help you decide what kind of work 
might be suitable and enjoyable, try going online and 
taking a self-assessment survey, which can help you learn 
more about yourself and the jobs you should consider.

Once you have completed your self-assessment, and 
have an idea of the type of work you want, work on a good 
resume.

Your resume should show what skills and experience you 
have, give the employer an idea of the type of person you 
are, and the kind of employee you will be. Need help with 
your resume?

Some companies may ask you to complete a manual or 
online application form. Make sure you have your resume 
with you, as a guide when filling out the application. Most 
online applications will ask for an uploaded copy of your 
resume as part of your profile.

Networking has always been a great way to find work: tell 
everyone you know to tell everyone they know that you 
are job-hunting and what type of work you are looking 
for; don’t forget to use social media like Facebook and 
Twitter to get the word out.
